11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 


1. QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971.

2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company' ; or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is really dealing. 


12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $ 10.C0 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name.

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter.

5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code.

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the by 11-inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


6. QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication.

Sheats (pronounced 
SHEETS) also said, “Let’s 
solved fewer problems but 
in greater depth.” Board 
president A! Lowe assigned 
Sheats the task of recom¬ 
mending exactly how this 
might be done. If this para¬ 
graph confuses the reader, 
imagine what it did to your 
reporter! 

After supper, the meeting 
re-convened at Madi s o n 
Elementary Sch o o 1. The 
main event was a presenta¬ 
tion of non-competitive phy¬ 
sical skills by primary stu¬ 
dents.

audience, a habit not un- 
eommon among teach e r s.

Users may get talkative, 
loud, unsteady, or drowsy, 
and find it hard to coordin¬ 
ate their movements. 

Psychological effects: 

Alteration of time and 
space perception. 

Sense of euphoria, relaxa¬ 
tion, well-being and disinhi- 
•bition. 

Dulling of attention. 

Fragmentation of thought 

Impaired immediate me¬ 
mory. 

Exaggerated laughter. 

Increased suggestability. 

Acute psychotic episodes 
appear to occur infrequent¬ 
ly, usually at high dosages, 
but may occur, even at 
levels of social usage, in 
particularly susceptible in¬ 
dividuals.

Barbiturates 

Physiological effects: 

Exert a powerful sedating 
action on the central ner¬ 
vous system. 

In large doses, they pro¬ 
duce drowsiness, sleep and 
sometimes coma. 

May produce restlessness, 
excitement, and even deli¬ 
rium. 

Persons intoxicated with 
barbiturates may appear to 
be inebriated (coordination 
is poor, speech is slurred; 
they become Irritable, con¬ 
fused', and unsteady o f 
gait). 

Increasing use quickly 
produces tolerance, and phy¬ 
sical dependence (addic¬ 
tion) develops with exten¬ 
sive use. 

The severe withdraw state 
resembles delirium tremans; 
the user is agitated, restless, 
may have muscle cramps, 
nausea and convulsions. 

Death may result from 
overdose, sudden with- 
drawal, or when a .number 
of barbiturate capsules are 
swallowed' by someone in¬ 
toxicated with alcohol. 

Psychological effects: 

The ability to accomplish 
skilled, precise tasks is lost. 

Judgment, memory, and 
perception may be impaired.

The California Department 
of Justice recently published 
a pamphlet on a most im¬ 
portant topic — drug abuse 
— and we hope to dissem¬ 
inate the information 
throughout the State. 

It is our belief that drug 
abus e prevention should be 
.undertaken on a commun- 
ily-wide, coordinated basis 
in every community and 
involve participa t i o n of 
youth and adults in plan¬ 
ning and action. 

The fact that narcotics 
and dangerous drugs can be 
harmful, and are against 
the law should be valid 
enough reason for young 
people and adults to think 
twice before joining the 
drug scene.

Physiological effects: 

Irritation of the tissues in 
contact with the solvent. 

Nausea, 

Dizziness. 

Shakiness. 

Muscle spasms. 

Weight loss may develop 
with prolonged periods of 
inhalation. Al] of the inha¬ 
lants share the possible 
hazards of: 

Inducing an intoxicated 
state in which judgment 
and motor functioning are 
impaired. 

Causing accidents, pos - 
sibly fatal. 

Causing death by suffoca¬ 
tion. 

Psychological effects: 

A “h.igh" dreamlike state. 

Drunkeness. 

Sleepiness. 

Disoranientation.

The pubication' also con¬ 
tains an up-to-date listing 
of laws covering narcotics 
and dangerous drugs, and 
explains the law's affecting 
juveniles and adults. 

Juveniles are subject to 
the same laws concerning 
marijuana, narcotics, dan¬ 
gerous drugs and other vio- 
ations as are adults. Where 
ihe individual is under the 
age of IS, the processing 
must commence in 1 Juvenile 
Court. 

Being placed under arrest 
and processed through Juve¬ 
nile Court can create many 
problems with respect to 
one’s future as a result of 
various records that accom- 
pauy such arrests and pro¬ 
ceedings; a desired job may 
become unavailable to one 
who has been 1 arrested or 
handled through Juvenile 
Court. 

Additionally, effo r t s to 
join the military may be 
frustrated. 

Concerning adults, t h o 
pamphlet points out that for 
some offenses in which a 
conviction requires a mini¬ 
mum term of imprisonment, 
it is possible for the judge 
to grant probation to an 
adult if he chooses, but the 
conviction remains that of a 
felony.

Heroin 

Physiological effects: 

May reduce hunger, thirst, 
and the sex drive. 

Pneumonia, tuberculosis, 
and veneral disease occur 
more frequently in addicts 
than in the rest of the popu¬ 
lation. 

The injection of contam¬ 
inated material and the use 
of unsterile syringes and 
needles causes hepat i t i s 
and blood infections that 
may settle i.n the brain, 
heart valves or spread 
Ihroughout the body. 

Physical dependence (ad¬ 
diction) rapidly develops. 

When the addict stops 
using the drug, he may 
sweat, shake, get chills, de¬ 
velop diarrhea and' nausea, 
and suffer sharp abdominal 
and leg cramps. 

Great danger of death 
from overdose. 

Psychological effects: 

Typically, the first emo¬ 
tional reaction to heroin is 
reduction, of tension, easing 
of fears, and relief from 
worry.
